The cumulative effect of strikes 
on industry and the country con- 
cerned Is well summed up in the 
current monthly Ictter of the 
National ‘City Bank of New York, 
commenting on the settlement of 
the stee} strike:—"The ‘fceling of 
relief with which the settlement 
of the 53-day strike was grect- 
ed,”. the review observes, ‘is 
tempered both by sober appraisal 
of the effects of the Jong work 
stoppage and by reallsation of its 
utter necdlessness. 

“At n coat of nearly 21 million 
tons of ingot stecl, and the 
equivalent In the Innumcrable 
varicty of fabricated prodiicts 
which Amerlean industry re- 
quires for its operations, the steel 
workers gained a-wage increase 
of 16 cents an hour, with ad- 
ditional fringe benefits of- about 
5.4 cents. This wage inerense in 
essence had been available to 
them for the last three ‘months. 
They also won a modified form 
of union shop, on terms available 
for their acceptanee some weeks 
before the final settlement. 

“Even now, as the steel mills 
return to full production, stocks 
in mill yards begin their travels 
to manufacturers and  bullders, 
and ore shipments resume, the 
long-range ‘effects of the pro- 
duction losses cannot be assessed. 
Stock pilos of sfeel ane of stee! 
Parts and components, built up 
to ensure continuous and efficient 
production, have disappeared or 
become 50 unbalanced” as to stop 
preduction. . Many manufactur- 
ing firms have closed down ‘or 
curtailed operations, resulting in 
wogo losses {o upwards of a 
million workers outside the 
stecl industry, The next few 
weeks will bring further curtail- 
ment in plants which to date 
have maintained production 


from stocks but must now wait 


for more steel or for parts from 
seriously hit supptiers.”” 

The U.S. stecl Industry, that 
country’s economy, the financial 
standing’ of employers and 
workers all have been affected 
by this “needless” 53-day strike. 
Millions of dollars - have been 
lost. The strike was, in fact, as 
needless and as senseless as the 
two weeks’ strike in one South 
Wales coal mining area, involving 
a_loss to the men .alone..of £10 
million in wages, 
principle of an insignificant in- 
crease of personal ~transporta- 
tlon cost to and from the pits 
amounting to about sixpence per 
week per person.

Mesnwhile, Ceylon pursuca her 
forcign trade nctivitics, her ex- 
ports being chiefly ten, rubber 
nnd coconnut, Judged by thesd 
commodities, 1951 was a good 
year for Ceylon. Exports and re- 
exports totalled Rs. 1,904 million 
and imports Rs.1,559 milton: On 
these figures, Ceylon had a 
faveurable trade dalance of 
Rs.$45 million, gs compared with 
Ra.396 million in 1950. . 

Among the fcatures in Ceylon’s 
pattern of trade now are (a) re- 
appearance of Japan as a source 
of textile supplics, (b) decline fri 
exports (principally rubber) to 
the United States, (ec) dovelop- 
ment of Germany os a market 
for exports, heralding a revival 
of Imports from that country.

UN Disarmament 
Commission Rejects 


Russian 


Proposal: 


Votes Against Considering 
Germ Warfare Question 


United Nations, Aug. 27. 
The Disarmament Commission today rejected 
a Soviet proposal to take up the question of the 
prohibition of germ warfare immediately after the 
debate on the tripartite working paper had been 


completed. 
The vote was one 


in favour — the Soviet 


Union — and nine Senne, with Chile and Pakistan 


abstaining. 


The Soviet proposal was: “To include in the Com- 


mission’s plan of work and proceed immediately 


to 


the consideration of the question of violations of the 


prohibition of bacterial warfare, 


the question of the 


impermissibility of the use of bacterial weapons and 
tho question of calling to account those who violate the 
prohibition of bacterial warfare.” 


Mr J. Von Balluseck, Nether- 
lands Chairman of the Commis- 
sion, said the Commission In 
voting against the Sovict pro- 
posal felt that the question of 
the’ elimination of bacterial 
weapons was Included In the ¢tri- 
partite working paper and 
Would be discussed as ‘part of 
the overall plan of work of the 
Commission.” 

Mr Jacob Malik of the Sovict 
Union, explaining his vote, said 
that the United States-Britlsh 
“bloc” In the United Nations, 
“united by obligations of a 
military and oggrcssive nature, 
had for the second time refused 
to discuss the question of the 
“intolerablllty" of germ warfare 
and objected- to the United 
Nations considering the queeion 
of — Inadmissibility ‘of 
violations of ‘the “prohibition ot 
bacterial weapons,” 

Mr Benjamin Vv, Cohen of the 
United States said: “We are 
Interested in disarmament os a 
means of preventing war and 
we want to disarm wo must 
disarm before war begins and 
not when war begins, 

“We have been and are at all 
times ready to consider construc 
tive proposals for the climina- 
tion of germ warfare.” 

The Commission also voted on’ 
a collean prench zur 
amendment to © programme o 
work adopted by the Commis- 
slon on March 28, 1952. by add- 
ing the words: “including 
bacterial weapons" after the 
words~ “weapons” of mas¢~ des-" 
truction.” 

10 IN FAVOUR 

The vote was ten tn favour, 
with Pakistan and the- Sovict 
Union abstaining. 

The programme of work pro- 
sented YY the United States, 
France and Britain and adopted 
Ly the Disarmament Commission 
in March read: 

"A, Disclosure and verifica- 
tion of all armaments, 

“B. Regulation of all arma- 
ments and armed forces, in- 
cluding: . 

1. Ellmination of — atomic 
weapons and control of atomic 
energy with a view to ensuring 
thelr elimination, 

2. Eliminatian of weapons of 
mass destruction, Including 
bacterlal wespons, and control 
-with a view to ensuring their 
elimination. 

3. Limitation and balanced 
reduction of all other armament 
and of all armed forces and 
control .of this Imitation and 
reduction. 

“C. Procedure and time 
table for giving effect to the 
disarmament pro Ch ° 

WORKING PLAN - : 

The Commission ‘then. pro« 

eeeded to discuss the tripartite 
working plan. 
M. Henri Hoppennot (France) 
said. that the proposals of 
France, the United States bnd 
Britain had been presented 
merely as a working plan and 
a basls for possible future dis- 
cussion, which, he hoped, would 
be “eomplete and_ thorough,” 

"The three delegations sug- 
gested celling. figures for the 
five great powers (United 
States, France, Britain, China 
and the Soviet: Union) and 
hazarded certain (principles to 
actermine the volume of 
armed forces for other states. 

“After the approval of tho 
ceiling figures and prinelples, 
the problem. will arlap of deter= 
mining the armed forces of the 
other states by virtue of bane 
application of the agreed prin 
ciples and: this task cannot be 
carried forward | without con- 
sultation with the _ States not 
represented here. 

“We. think that ° ‘the best way 
of determining these factors 
will'be by means. of. regional 
conferences’ In“ whilch the states 
concerned will be encouraged to 


bearing in mind their own needs 
and cquillbrium to be main- 
tained. 

“Tt is not expected to discuss 
the control of atomic cnergy or 
the elimination of weapons of 
mass destruction and bacterial 
weapons in_ the passible con- 
ference. Gencral reement 
must be reached upon them be- 
fore submission to o world con- 
ference, and ithe Disanmament 
Commission is the onc to achieve 
such Qn agreement. The use otf 
these arms by all armed forces 
must be prohibited.” 

The Commission .then ad- 
Journed until Friday afternoon.

Big Canadian 
Government. 
Contracts 


Ottawa, Aug, 27. 

The Canadian Government 
has awarded Ford of Canada, 
Windsor, Ontarlo, a $3,250,000 
contract to build lorries and 
buses to be shipped -to Indla 
under the Colombo Plan, Mr 
R. W. Rosenthal, Assistant 
Colombo Plan Administrator, 
said today. 

The contract, awarded some 


time ago, covered 450-buses-and- 


835‘lorries, to be powered by 
diesel cngines. The. vehicles 
would go to the Bombay Stato 
Transport system as a Canadian 
Colombo-Plan gift. The moncy 
would ‘come out of the $25,000,- 
000 Canadian Colombo Plan 
contribution for the fiscal year 
1951-52. 

An order amounting ‘to 
$1,260,000 for six-cylinder diesel 
engines for the vehicles had
